Here and there again, especially ntar 
Condiia Point we remark hills, moun- 
tiiina anil bluffs formed of porous clay, 
ilcstitute of any vegetation, avoided 
e,|iially by men and animals. These 
liills of gioyiali yellow hue, scorched by 
bhuing sun, rent by numerous ravines 
arc very dangerous to a traveller. The 
■ "i is very soft and one false step can 
the unfortunate invesli|jator in an 
v3ag»-; whe'rit he will remain, covered 
mtit dusty clay until the day' of ju<lg- 



tiincs inclined in all possible positions, 
or bent in most fantastic forms. The 
loaves are very small, tho bark white 
and covered with long, thin twigs. The 
stem eontuiiis pitch, which is eaten by 
cattle. In tho hollow trunks of this 
reniarkalilo tree awnruis of wild bees 
find tlioir abodo. Hero I must remark 
that tho bees woro unknown 
before on tlio poninsula. Tliey came 
from Upper Culiforuia and now they are 
everywhere, honey being used by the 
Jlo.xieaii.s instead of sugar for tea or cof- 
fee. The candlewuod tree is also very 
lihrous, and can be used in the same 
maunui' au dalilillo. 

The third remurkublo plant is mag- 
uep agave sliawii It belongs to the 
fiiinily of the century pliiiit«, and grows 
from Sun Diego to San l-,ucai;, the most 
snutlieni extremity of llic peninsula. It 
forms a beautiful object in the dcsi'i t, 
with its dark green leavea and spleiidiil 
yellow flowcra. It lias also librons (jual- 
itics, besides out of this plant is pre- 
]ini-i'.d tlie celebrated Jlexicnn beverage 
mescal. Agave Hliawii iiiuat, however, 
nut l)u Cdiifuscl with agave Aiiiericuiia, 
which i^rows in the plateau of Mexicri. 

'I'lio ciictii arc very numerous "ii 
the peninsula, but tho greater species 
appear only south of San Quciitin Day. 
Ill the vicinity of San Andreas the car- 
ikin cactus is scnietiines sixty feet high 
and grows in the most inicceasible 
places. Pitalla duloe produces very 
Hwcot fruit, and is also very tall, while

London-, Jan, 10.— A Madrid dis- 
patch say.s it is reported there that the 
king is dead, but the otiicial onnouiice- 
iiient is withheld and no eoiilirmatiou of 
this report has been received here. 

A SLIGHT IMTROVE.MKNT. 
MAr>RlD, .Tau. 10. — Tlio King sufTered 
from another cardiac attack during the 
night, but later there was a slight ini- 
proveinent in lii.s condition. Three 
more doctors were suinnioiied last uight 
for coiiiiuliatioii with tho household 
physicians. I'riine Minister Sagnsta was 
present ut the consultation. The doctors 
ilecided to increase the ijuanlily of the 
King's fooil, anil after four o'clock the 
patient was less feverish, lie spoke a 
few wor,ls t'l hia mother. Though tho 
latest rc[)orts from the sick chamber are 
most lavorable, the King is Still in a 
precarious condition. 

XUK CONSUI.TATIO.V OF riirSIOIANS. 

Madiud, Jan. 10, 10:30 a. ni.— The 
consultation of the physicians lasted au 
hour. The (jiiccii Regent was present 
and wept, profusely. .Seiior^ .Sagusta 
passed the entire iiiglit at the bedside of 
the King. At o'clock restoratives 
were apiilicil lo tlm King, ami later 
lilistcr.j were applieil to his liciul. 
.\ftcrwaril tiie King became calmer and 
the fi'vcr disappiuireil. A bulletin just 
issue, 1 states tliat the King is resting 
quietly. 

UELIEF THAT ALFONZO IS BEAD.

It is surmised that 
the i|Uestion of regency is ilie main luii- 
sideratioii iiniiclling the siippression of 
tlie truth, ami that this l)eiiig seltleil, it 
is assunieil that the news ot the little 
King's ileatli will lie aiiiinuuci;,! as hav- 
ing just ocnirrcil. it is the opinion of 
the Spaiii.di embassy hern that the death 
of the King will cause no change in the 
regency, (Jueen Christine acting in he- 
half of her elder daughter, as hitherto 
sho acted in the interest of her son.

How could a vindication lie more com- 
plete than this? ^^'hal w-is known to 
the members of the Himse, the pro- 
moters of the railway and the press ol 
the city, could not certainly bo a cab- 
inet secret, und we consequently, as w e 
laid at the time, violated no eoiiflileiicr 
in alluding to a fact which our accuse r 
ttdmits was at tho tiimi "well known.' 
We think that the editor of tho Times 
is now a little sorry that he did not 
oivilly thank tho busybody who was so 
r«ady to instruct him and conduct the 
controversy in his own way.

Bonded i 
goods have lieeu coining Aiy the Soundj 
boats since the date specified by the! 
Minister of Customs as tho limit 
of the Muspunsiiiu of the rule, and 
an official of the Customs Depart- 
ment baa been - sent t« Tacoma to 
superintend the transhipment of such 
goods. Tho clever correspondent who 
krjiws so mucli has to wait to be told 
from ■'7'ictoria that the change was not as 
was first vupoi-ted made by an tlrdor-in 
Council, biit'.iy a regulation madouuder 
the authority of Uie Minister of Customs 
alone. The Order-in-Oouncil "has not 
been rescinded" for the flmple reason 
that there was no Onlei -iii-t 'ouucil biU 
tho order issued by tho Customs Depm-t. 
niQOl^wing .to representatioas from Vic- 
toria, and the personal mediation of Coh 
Prior, has been withdrawn. '' '■ 

As long as the correspondent contented 
himself with sending stale news from Ot- 
tawa emhediled iua queerhash manufact- 
ured out of scraps of editorials from tho 
Liberal newapapera we did not think it 
worth our while to notice the cusibur 
compound, but when 'be took upon him- 
self to traduce Col. Prior and belittle the 
results of that gentleiuan's exertions 
ill Ottawa wo thought it woulil ben- 
harm to expose his presumption ami lii^ 
ignorance. There are some respect.ibh- 
nowspaper correspondents in Ottawn, 
who are well informed ,a8i-tp,.,what is 
going on, but there areotbers who are far 
from being respectable, who are miuble to

THE COST OF STRIKES. 

Strikes are costly, costly for the em- 
ployers but still moro costly for the 
work-people. Tho New York Labor 
Bureau gives the statistics of strikes 
for 1888. Wo may say in passing that 
tho gentleman who drow up tho report 
leans to the side of the strikers und puts 
the ease in tho most favoraljlo light for 
thein. There wero in that year in tho 
State of New York 1,020 strikes, great 
aud small. In these strikes 24,0.'>4 
were «ngaged. In 1887 the number was 
more than double this, ;')1,7.'?1. Tho 
laborers in 1888 lost §1,083,053.!)!! by 
strikes. Thoy claim to have gained 
an increase of wages equal to $359,551.- 
68. So tba6,t^e^nj)6'16Bs ' to the strikers 
w\s 8724jl02.31— nearly three quarters 
of a million of dollars. I'his is a net 
loss to each of the strikers of $',iO as 
near as may be. Tho loss to the eni- 
ployera from all causes was S-174,230, 
principally . from their inability to till 
confcraota' already entered into and to 
take' ifiow o'li'os." ' The loss in aufFeriiig of 
tho two classes is not oomparuble. It 
is not likely that any single employur 
inployer'a child went hungry on ac- 
count of the sttikesj'^bu't'.thB^VaiiOOO 
loss of wages to the, workmen. tuid work- 
woueui : represent : a. ;iad amount, of 
auffedng in inany fotiha^wsnt of food, 
Vvanfcof clothes, want ol medicine and 
Otn^ necessaries. The toul loss to the 
eommunity from these strikes is calcu- 
lated to be 31,647,883 »nd for 
the three years for which tig- 
urcs are given the loss has be«ii 
$8,861,056: Thi* is an immense sum 
and the workmen are beginning to think 
that the gains of all kindi are not worth 
tlio price paid for them in cash anil suf- 
fering. They are'therefore looking out 
for some more efffectnat-way of asserting 
then: rights opd preferring tlieir claims 
than by taxing thomaelvcs to so great 
an eitent. The leading luVior agitators, 
the men who think, iloiiht the oflicacy 
of strikes and are slow to advise those 
who look to them for counael .to resort 
to them. They believe, that there is a 
bettor way — better for the workman, 
better for the employer and better for 
tho community at largo, and they think 
that such a way will soon be found and 
generally adopted.
